Some cam e on foot, some by bicycle or motorcycle or private car. but an 
estimated 3.000 students cam e by school bus Some problem was expected 
because of a shift of schools for honors classes, but Dan Gunter, 


transportation supervisor said the busing program proceded smoothly in 
the early hours. Fifth and sixth grade honors students from Mission Hills 
and Vandenberg Village were scheduled to be bused to Miguelito, but fourth 


grade honors students from the same areas were assigned to Westwings 
school at Vandenberg Air Force Base Some initial problems were expected 
for parents who planned to transport their children in private cars to the 
Westwings. because of the clearance requirements at the main gate 


School officials had no real indicators of the student population, but they 
did have an accurate count of teacher and administrative personnel There 
are 258 senior and junior high school teachers; 243 elementary teachers, 16 
reading specialists; 16 counselors; eight nurses; seven librarians; five 
coordinators; four speech specialists, 41 administrators. There are also 
about 300 classified personnel such as secretaries, custodians and aides

Gov Marvin Mandel of Maryland came to the conference 
hoping to persuade the Southern governors to unite in an 
endorsement of the Democratic presidential candidate But 
Mandel gave up his plan conceding “ I could see after 
talking with several of the governors that there just wasn't 
any hope ” 


McGovern did pick up one new endorsement and several 
new promises of campaign assistance, but some of the 16 
governors surveyed by United Press International said it 
would take a “miracle'’ for the Democratic candidate to 
carry their states in November 
Gov John West of South Carolina, co-host for the con­ 
ference. predicted Agnew would receive a “very warm’’ 
reception from the governors. 
“ I believe all the governors regardless of party feel the 
vice president has done an excellent job of liaison between 
the states and the federal government and I'm certain they 
all would like to show their appreciation,’’ West said 
The South Carolina governor said he agreed with the 
sentiments of an unnamed governor who told McGovern 
privately i ll give you odds that you won’t carry a single 
state represented at this conference ” 
Gov George Wallace of Alabama, confined to a wheel­ 
chair since he was shot while campaigning in Maryland in 
May, was the last of the governors to arrive at this sea

¡umps tracks 


INLAND, Neb (UPI) The ( aliforma-Denver Zepher, 
once the top train from the Midwest to the West Coast, 
jumped the tracks Monday in southern Nebraska farm 
country on its last daily run 
The sleek, silver Amtrak train, loaded with 224 passen­ 
gers. was about an hour late pulling out of Chicago Sunday 
evening because of mechanical difficulties on one of the 
wheels of the pullman cars About 12 hours later, it lay 
crippled with some of its occupants screaming for help 
Rescue workers arrived on the scene almost immediately 
after the last nine cars of the 16-car train jackmfed off the 
tracks Monday after striking what Burlington-Northern 
railroad officials later called a broken track 
Most of the 100 occupants in the derailed California 
section of the train were sleeping at the time Of those later 
hauled out of what could have been a massive tomb, 30 
required treatment at a nearby Hastings Hospital 
Fred Wilson. 77. Fort Wayne. Ind., was released from 
Mary Fanning Hospital Monday night while Mrs Marian 
Ryan 58. who was en route with her two daughters back to 
Denver from Chicago after a visit with her sister, was to be 
released sometime today 
I was awake in one of the back cars at the end of the 
train. 
Mrs Ryan said in a shaken voice from her hospital 
bed early today “ When they found me. they put me on a 
stretcher and took me to an ambulance 
Everybody was very kind, she added “ We are all very 
thankful to God ” 
Mrs Ryan's daughters. Maureen, 17, and Margaret. 20, 
who was to start classes at Colorado College today spent 
the night at the Clark Hotel in Hastings 
Deputy Sheriff Gerry Pierce, one of the first on the scene, 
said the low number of injuries was due to the fact the 
derailed cars didn t roll after leaving the tracks. 
A porter in the derailed section, William Flowers. Chi­ 
cago. had spent 35 years on the tracks, but this was his first 
involvement in a wreck

If W e s t holds all four 
trumps, South won’t be able 
to m a k e the contract be­ 
cause he has no way to avoid 
the loss of two diamonds and 
one spade. 
Otherwise, if left to him­ 
self. he can simply draw 
t r u m p s and concede his 
three losing tricks. 
Unfortunately for this sim­ 
ple plan, the defense leads 
first. West opens the eight 
of diamonds in response to 
his partner’s diamond over­ 
call and Hast quickly takes 


two diamond tricks and con­ 
tinues the suit. 
If South ruffs this third 
diamond with a low trump, 
West will overruff. If South 
ruffs high. West will eventu­ 
ally collect a trick with his 
jack of trumps. Either way, 
South will still have to lose 
a spade trick later on. 
W h at, if anything, can 
South do about this situa­ 
tion? 
He can use the loser-on- 
loser technique and discard 
a low spade on the third dia­ 
mond. This play l e a v e s 
South in full control for the 
rest of the hand. Dummy is 
ready to ruff a fourth dia­ 
mond lead and any lead al­ 
lows South to draw trumps 
and make the rest of the 
tricks.

“There are no books or higher educational opportunities here,” was a 
recent criticism . Here is Lompoc 
Of course, the statem ent was not meant to be literally true, but for a local 
fervent book collector or reader it may seem so. (The education criticism is 
another story ) 
In the Lompoc Valley, an area encompassing about 50.000 people, books 
for sale are apparently inadequate. Some Lompoc and Vandenberg 
book lovers patronize, for example. Tecolote Book shops in Santa Barbara 
and The Book Harbor in SarHa Maria. 
If >ou want to get technical, the average book store is inadequate. The 
average book store carries less than three per cent of all the books in print 
Features of a good book store are: l a stock of basic books in all fields 
(cooking, sports, crafts, travel, history, etc.). 2 a stock or series of the 
classics, from Chaucer to Steinbeck; 3 a large selection of children's 
books, including the classics like Mother Goose and the Newberv award 
winners and beginner and advanced children’s readers like Peter Rabbit 
and the Hardy Boys series; 4. the current best sellers in fiction and non­ 
fiction 
5. and knowledgeable workers who do not force their book 
prejudices upon custom ers. 
T urthermore. the owner of such a book store must know when and how to 
order books, what books will become best sellers, as well as how to 
effectively display the merchandise 
If only the spines are exposed (of the books), it can be pretty dead.” 
according to a Santa Barbara book store manager 
Purpose of this article is to fam iliarize the community with the Lompoc 
book scene, the what and where 
Lompoc supports two book stores One of them is really half a book store. 
Both pride in different style and theme 
Walsh and Wrobel Books, 129 North I Street, resem bles shops popular 
near San Jose State and UC Berkeley campuses. Incidental to books, the 
store sells posters (including one of*Burt Reynolds), patches (“ Keep on 
Truckin' 
). adult magazines, pipes, greeting cards, hand-made leather 
belts, children and adult comic books, and waterbeds ($59 95 > 
Mary Walsh, a friendly and uninhibited part-owner, sub titles the store 
“The People’s Place".

Their used paperback stock is vast and priced five for one dollar. These 
books are conveniently categorized into romance, science fiction, non­ 
fiction. gothic romances, m ysteries, spy novels, suspense, novels by 
authors, westerns, war and childrens.

Presently, hardback used books are being phased out A limited selection of 
new hardbacks (50 to 100 volum es) will be retained 
Walsh and Wrobel Books contains a tew wire racks of mixed (fiction and 
non-fiction) new paperbacks at a five per cent discount 
Mrs Walsh noted her best sellers as “The Happy Hooker” , yoga books, 
and books on ecology. "All the sensuous books go like crazy — 
The 
Sensuous Woman . The Sensuous Man . and The Sensuous Couple’ ” 
Although Lundberg s Stationers and Book Store. 115 South H Street, may 
be only half of what you wanted, it com es closest to meeting the 
forementioned features of a good book store. 
Lundberg s, owned and operated by Bob and Barbara Mayer, carries new 
hardback editions of the current best sellers on the New York and Los 
Angeles Times best seller list And. “ for the most part 
new paperback 
issues of best sellers 
New hardback and paperback books in manv fields are maintained: seven 
types of dictionaries, 15 versions of the Bible. 50 “ How to” books, 
technology 
books 
(Exam ple: 
“ Manual of 
M athem atics” and 
“ The 
Handbook of Chemistry and Physics” ). 30 paperback travel books, 
examination books for college and civil service tests, cook books, children’s 
books (including the Story book linei. a small selection of classical 
literature, and books in other fields. 
In all. the stock totals around 11.000 new hardbacks and paperbacks, a 
respectable amount of literature for a conservative half book store. 
Lundbergs takes book orders. 
An important aspect about this store is that Mrs Mayer is a graduate 
librarian, a specialist in the care and management of books. She selects and 
oversees Lundberg s books. 
From here on books are found in bits and pieces in Lompoc. Two 
businesses sell used books, hardback and paperback, as part of their goods. 


In Willie s Antique Shop. 502 N. H Street, you’ll find 80 paperbacks 30 
hardbacks, three sets of encyclopedias, and 20 old books, entitled, for 
exam ple.

Compendium of the Political History of the United States” (I860) and 
"Health at Home; or Hall’s Fam ily Doctor" (1879 > 
Willie Rowan’s prices begin at 15 cents. She also trades books. 
The Thrift Shop, 512 North H Street, offers a wider twice-read selection 
with 25 to 50 paperbacks, 100 to 150 hardbacks, and 80 volumes of the 
Reader 's Digest Condensed Books series. 
Costs are 25 cents for hardbacks and 10 cents for paperbacks. 
Drug stores (like Thrifty and Valley Rexall i, food stores i like Stop-n Go 
and Jordanos), liquor stores (like Jansson s and E lsey’s). the Village Gift 
Shoppe, and Woolworths carry the remainder — all new paperbacks, fiction 
and non-fiction. 
Book sales in these businesses are based on impulse buving So. their 
selection is narrow, ranging from 25 to 1.000 volumes per store 
Two types of paperbacks for sale are worth mentioning In Woolworth 
Co., 723 N H Street, stand three racks of romance novels, which sell “verv 
very good” . 
Woolworth displays the largest selection of Harlequin Romance series. 
Candle Romance, and Bantam Romance novels in Lompoc 
Many local women, while their husbands talk over telephones and look at 
their hands at work, invest time in love affairs, vicariouslv. in such books as 
“ Love Has No Logic ”, “ A Nurse Comes Home". “The Grey-Eved 
Stranger", “ Love and Lucy Granger” . “ Music of the Heart” , and 
Love 
Betrayed.” 
Finally, adult books (and m agazines) are sold at Jim ’s Liquors, 124 North 
A Street, and at Bel-Air Liquors, 321 E. Ocean Ave The selection is small, 
under 100 paperbacks per store. Here also vicarious affairs, of other sorts] 
are sold. 


Few women do the buying, however. According to Jim Morris, owner of 
Bel-Air, men purchase this type of reading material 
Men of all types, classes, and ages (average: 55 vearsi exchange money 
for books with titles like “Never Too Late .

Munich is an international city 
these days Everywhere you go you 
can hear a cornucopia of languages. 
Why. at the basketball gam es last 
night the word for beer was spelled 
in seven different languages at the 
refreshm ent stands 1 recognized six 
of them and the other must have 
been Japanese symbols 
You can see my handwriting is 
kind of shaky, but since I’m writing 
this on the train into Munich, it’s 
kind ol tough to hold a steady hand 
To add to that. I just started a fire. 
Somebody put a Kleenex in the Ash 
try and the hot ashes from my 
cigarette ignited quite a little blaze 
1 fie Olympic Park (complex of 
stadia) is an impressive sight in an 
ugly sort of way. It looks as though

results ( lash rather than flow from 
one area to another The spider web 
of roofs over the various stadia are 
unusual

engineering I haven’t made up my

I can t say that these trains are 
the swiftest in the world A bus just 
passed us The bus driver probably 
went through basic training at the 
Greyhound drivers school 


Our first encounter with trying to 
attend an Olympic event was a total 
disaster 
Monday morning we had 
tickets for basketball at 9 a m We 
left O beram m ergau on the 6 o ’clock 
train so we could m ake the opening 
tipoff. Everything was going on 
schedule until we reached Olympic 
Park 
We had been reading about 
how all events, except for rowing.

The Olympic race no one saw: 
Wottle and Evans marathon

MUNICH ( U P I >—This was one race nobody saw 
What a shame, because of all those run here so far, this 
one certainly had to com e closer than all the others to 
exemplifying what these Olympics really are all about. 
The race didn’t get a single line in any new spaper I’ve 
seen Nor did any of the radio or TV people com e around 
for the usual interviews either 
Moreover, there was no gold medal aw arded at the 
finish, which was perfectly all right since that wasn't 
what Dave Wottle. the kid with that crazy cap. was 
running for anyway. 
Two days later h e’d have that gold medal for winning 
the 800 m eters, but now. on Thursday evening, he w asn’t 
running for any m edal or acclaim , he was running purely 
to try to help somebody else The fact he was a white 
man running to help a biack m an never crossed his mind. 
It still doesn't, which gives you a pretty good idea of 
what kind of upbringing he has had 
Dave 
Wottle, 
22, 
a 
recent 
bridegroom 
and 
straightforw ard as they come, isn t too keen about 
discussing that race he ran which nobody saw 
He 
doesn t see the need to m ake anything of it “ I didn't do 
that m uch,” he says 
But he s wrong. He did m ore than he realizes, and 
anytim e he doesn t think so. he s free to do a little 
checking among his U S. track and field team m ates. 
H e’d be am azed to find how many Dave Wottle fans are 
among them 
The race nobody saw was a race against time and took 
place Thursday in connection with the disqualification of 
Ed Hart and Reynaud Robinson in the 100 m eter final 
Hart and Robinson both are black, and so is Lee Evans, 
a gold m edalist in the last Olympics who’s running the 
1.600 m eter relay this time. Evans happened to be 
outside the stadium less than an hour before the 100 
m eter final was to be run Thursday evening when he 
cam e upon Wottle, still jogging after having qualified in 
his 800 heat 
Have you seen Robinson or H a rt9” Evans asked 
Wottle, in some alarm “ The trials are up pretty soon 
and they ’re not here ” 
"N o ,’ said Wottle, “ I haven’t seen them ” 
“ I gotta find 'em and tell e m .” replied Evans, heading 
im m ediately for a concrete tunnel under the stadium 
where he thought they might be checking in 
Wottle ran over to the w arm up track nearby also 
looking for Hart and Robinson 
They w eren't there 
Evans joined him shortly and said they w eren’t in the 
tunnel either 
"They m ust be back in the Village.” he said. 
The Olympic Village is about three-quarters of a mile 
from the stadium. Wottle was still exhausted from his 


qualifying heat less than 30 minutes before. He would 
have to run still another qualifying heat, the semi-final, 
the next day and the final the day after that Also, there 
was this tendonitis which had been attacking his knees 
the past month. 
Dave Wottle w asn’t in what vou d call prim e shape last 
Thursday evening, still isn’t, in fact, but when Lee Evans 
suddenly took off for the Olympic Village, whom do you 
think was right behind him ’ You’re right. 
Let s try to get a cab or a car, 
said Evans, running 
out onto the street in front of the stadium. But there was 
no cab nor private car 
Both kept running until they noticed a West G erm an 
military convoy approaching. It was m ade up of a jeep 
and three trucks 
“( an we get a ride to the Village9’’ Evans called out to 
the driver of the jeep 
The jeep, which was in front of the procession, was full 
and the driver motioned Evans and Wottle toward the 
trucks. The two U.S. runners ran to the re ar of the last 
truck 
Io their dismay it was zipped up in such fashion 
that they couldn t climb in 
Fhe convoy proceeded on and tim e kept moving 
Each tim e a private c a r passed either Wottle or Evans 
would holler out "ride, rid e!” but nobody understood 
their plight and nobody stopped So they kept running. 
They approached a bridge leading toward the Village but 
w eren’t perm itted to use it. 
Only for traffic, 
a sentry told them 
Eventually they jum ped on a bus which cam e by but it 
still dropped them off some way from the Village 
Wottle and Evans began running again Right about 
this time Wottle s tendinitis started kicking up Both his 
legs hurt so badly he could hardly walk, much less run 
He stopped He didn’t want to. but he had to. 
My legs, 
he said to Evans. “ I c a n ’t keep up 
anym ore You go back and get em. ” 
Okay.” said Evans, continuing on to where he thought 
he d find H art and Robinson 
He never did though because they already had left for 
the Stadium 
But they were too late and both were 
disqualified 
now did I feel about it? 
says Wottle “ Very sad for 
them 1 know how much I practiced for this m eet and 
how much it m eans to m e But I .really didn’t do that 
much tor those fellows Lee ran all the way. Compared to 
him, I didn't do anything at all. He m ade a real good effo 
rt to find th e m .” 
It says here Dave Wottle m ade a pretty fair effort, too 
He wasn't running for any money, any medal or any self- 
aggrandizem ent 
He was only running to try to help 
someone else 
You can t ask a whole lot m ore than that.

PARIS, 1924 — Joe Sallas 
and Jackie Fields grew up 
t o g e t h e r 
in 
California, 
played together and event­ 
ually joined the same boxing 
club.

Sallas

nominated to r e p r e s e n t 
America 
in 
the 
Olvmpic 
featherweight 
b o x i n g 
at 
Paris. Fields, however, was 
passed over and this an­ 
noyed Sallas immensely. 
He threatened to withdraw 
from the team if Fields was 
not selected He launched an 
all-out campaign in support 
of Fields. He pleaded with 
officials, wrote letters. 


Eventually all his efforts 
paid off. The s e l e c t o r s 
brought 
Fields on to the 
team and he made the trip 
to Paris. And it so happened 
that Sallas and Fields won 
through to the final of the 
featherweight division. But 
this did not turn out as most 
people had expected 
After a fierce battle, the 
verdict and gold medal went 
to — Jackie F i e l d s 
Five 
years later, on March 25. 
1929. Fields won the world's 
pr o f e s s i o n a l welterweight 
title and regained it again 
on January 28.

MUNICH— ( N EA )—Ouag­ 
adougou ( pronounced wah- 
gah-doo-goo) is the capital 
of Upper Volta, a country 
sometimes c onf used with 
Outer Mongolia. Yet the two 
are worlds apart 
U p p e r 
Volta is deep in the hot. arid 
plains of West Africa, Outer 
Mongolia is situated high in 
the cold Asian mountains. 
Maybe 
Volta 
makes 
one 
think of Volga, thus Mongo­ 
lia. 
Never mind, for athletes 
from these countries and a 
hundred more have met here 
to compete in friendly, fran­ 
tic competition, despite the 
politicians 
It is Upper Volta’s first 
Olympics. The team consists 
of two members, both 100- 
meter sprinters, w i t h o u t 
coach. Compare this to the 
United States, which has a 
party of 625, including ath­ 
letes and coaches and ad­ 
ministrators. 
The 
U S S R , 
has a total of 628.Why, even 
Mongolia 
has 51 
athletes 
plus 25 hangers-on for a 
total of 76 bodies. (Actually, 
Upper Volta’s contingent has 
grown. An Ouagadougouan 
journalist 
recently 
joined 
them.) 
Upper Volta’s pair of com­ 
petitors. Jean-Paul Koama 
of Ouagadougou and Andre 
Bicaba of Bobo Dioulasso, 
said they came to b r i n g 
honor to their country. 
“ Of course, we c a n n o t 
dr eam of a medal,” said 
Andre Bicaba, speaking in 
French through a translator 
in his dormitory room in the 
Olympic Village. “ Yet who 
can predict results? This is 
the wonder of sports. 


‘‘We were not intimidated 
by the runners from power­ 
ful countries. On the con­ 
trary, we have been inspired 
But we know that one needs 
much experience to win a 
medal.” 
The morning sun came in 
through the window, high-

lighting the tribal markings 
on their black, mustachioed 
faces. Bicaba’s markings are 
more distinctive. His Bwaba 
tribe facial identification has 
one deep-cut line running 
from one ear straight across 
his nose to the other ear, and 
t h r e e horizontal lines on 
each cheek. Koama is from 
the Mossi t r i be, and has 
softly etched marks on fore­ 
head and cheek 
Both runners came to the 
sport rather late in life. Ri- 
eaba. 26, and Koama, 27, 
have been running seriously 
at home only since last year, 
or since a coup d’etat at 
home swept a military gov­ 
ernment into office. ( “Why 
is it necessary for you to 
know the president’s name?” 
asked Bicaba, in response to 
a question about his coun­ 
try’s leader 
“1 do not want 
to discuss politics I could 
get into trouble.’’i 
The new government in­ 
stituted a youth program in 
the nation of 5.5 million.

No Upper Voltan has ever 
been sent to an Olympics be­ 
fore. “The f o r m e r regime 
cared little for sport,” said 
Bicaba. There are cyclists 
and boxers and field hockey 
and soccer players in Upper 
Volta but they were not sent 
because the new government 


is not rich. Maybe in four 
years time the cotton and 
sesame crops and the lion 
hunting safari tourists will 
yield enough francs to send 
others. 


Both r u n n e r s received

to train for a month here and 
get used to the weather, 
which has been cold and 
rainy 


Bicaba studied in France 
in 1967, but this is Koama’s 
first time out of the coun­ 
try. The weather here is still 
a problem for them. Both 
grew up in small villages, 
and laugh when people here 
look at their tribal markings 
and inquire whether they 
grew up in straw huts and 
dined on missionaries. 
“That kind of life is van­ 
ishing,” said 
Bicaba. 
who 
said he lived as a boy in a 


brick house. “ Our villages 
look like European villages " 
E ur opean influence re­ 
mains in Upper Volta (the 
country was a French colony 
until I960). Yet neither ath­ 
lete is so sophisticated as to 
be blase about the modern- 
esque Olympic Village. 
“ It is a miracle how the 
buildings are suspended and 
the t r a f f i c flows under­ 
neath,” said Koama 
The U p p e r Voltans say 
they do not feel lonely in 
the Olympic Village. They 
have friends here from Sene­ 
gal and Nigeria and Mali

PH ILA D ELPH IA —(N E A) 
— Lamont Jones, 23. was ar­ 
rested on a robbery charge 
two months ago and his fu­ 
ture looked decidedly grim. 
Never mind if he was guilty 
or not. He was unable to post 
bail and so was sent to a 
local detention center where, 
guilty or innocent, he was to 
serve time behind bars while 
awaiting his trial. 
How much time9 
Two months. 
Three months. 
Ten months, or more. 
“ One time I was in deten­ 
tion 10 months before I was 
tried.” he s a y s . “ I know 
guys who’ve b e e n in for 
more than a year before they 
got to the judge. I h e a r d 
a b o u t one guy who was 
stuck away and a l m o s t 
rotted before they even re­ 
membered he was there.” 
It’s true. Sadly true. Ac­ 
cording to the U.S. Constitu­ 
tion, every suspected law of­ 
fender 
is 
guaranteed 
the 
right to a speedy trial. But 


the same Constitution also 
allows authorities to restrain 
suspects to the degree neces­ 
sary to produce t h e m in 
court. Thus, when men like 
Lamont Jones cannot pro­ 
duce a personal guarantee 
of court appearance (money 
for bail), they are often put 
in detention which is in fact 
and function jail. And thus, 
because the nation’s courts 
are overwhelmed with crim­ 
inal cases, detention delays 
are often lengthy periods of 
penalization before trial. 
Fortunately for L a m o n t 
Jones 
( n a m e 
ficticious), 


some observers feel the de­ 
tention process is in itself a 
crime. To correct the situa­ 
tion, people and organiza­ 
tions in 25 U.S. cities have 
begun or are planning pre­ 
trial diversion projects 
In 
Philadelphia, 
as 
example, 
the city’s probation office 
and the Philco-Ford Corpo­ 
ration have teamed to insti­ 
tute a process whereby at 
least some (180 so far) peo­ 
ple awaiting trial can be 
grabbed out of the hands of 
turnkeys and placed in the 
hands of counselors. 
The program here is called 
the Philcourt Pretrial Diver­ 
sion Program Lamont Jones 
is a beneficiary Now, he's 
no saint 
He’s been in jail 
several times 
He’s robbed 
people, been on drugs, raised 
hell most of his life. Yet, ac­ 
cording to Philcourt, he’s a 
human being and therefore 
salvageable. Few days ago 
his case was looked into, 
while he was still in deten­ 
tion. Bob Williams, a proba­ 
tion officer who directs the 
Philcourt 
project, 
decided 
the young man was not on 
the no-no list. (“ Right now. 
we don’t consider murder 
suspects, sex offenders, ad­ 
dicts or other people who 
might be a danger to the 
public” ), and so, set the 


wheels in motion. Authorities 
agreed to release Jones to 
Philcourt’s custody. 
Just 
like that,’’ says the sus­ 
pected burglar 
“ I was in 
detention 
lor 
nearly 
two 
months, and just like that 
I ’m out.” 


The rest of Lamont Jones’ 
release, for sure, won’t be 
“ just like that." He has been 
given psychological tests, as­ 
signed a counselor and told 
that he will have to do his 
part if he doesn’t want to 
end back up in jail. Phil­ 
court workers are prepared 
to give him an “ in-depth so­ 
cial evaluation." education 
evaluation, legal help and. 
m o s t important, employ­ 
ment and or job training as­ 
sistance 
The hope is that 
Jones will cooperate, stay 
out of trouble, learn, change 
—and. with the help of a 
sympathetic judge and pro­ 
ficient job placement people, 
wind up, eventually, soon, on 
a steady job. in an educa­ 
tional institution, or on other 
stable ground 


To be sure, Lamont Jones 
may not make it. Chances 
are, in fact, he will flop. 


Only 30 per cent of the Phil­ 
court cases thus far (in six 
months of operation) have 
ended happily—that is. with 
employment or school or job 
training. Yet. as probation 
officer Williams says: "Even 
if he f a i l s , we will have 
tried ." 


There is. of course, a cer­ 
tain amount, perhaps a good 
amount, of risk involved in 
trying to help pretrial prison­ 
ers All social workers have 
bad dreams about the people 
who take advantage of so­ 
ciety’s benevolence The rec­ 
ords are stuffed with exam­ 
ples of 
pretrial 
prisoners 
who have been released, via 
bail, or the judge’s determi­ 
nation, or whatever, only to 
s t i c k somebody up, beat 
somebody 
up 
or 
murder 
their wives. Yet this is a 
risk, Philcourt o f f i c e r s 
agree, that must be taken. 
Says Williams: “ If you take 
a guy out and try to help 
him, you have at least a 
chance at success. If you 
leave him in t h e r e , the 
chance is reduced." Adds 
one Philcourt client: "I^m- 
me tell you what you do in 
detention. You sit around 
all day, all week, doing noth­ 
ing 
Sometimes you p l a y 
cards. Sometimes you exer­ 
cise. Sometimes you sleep. 


You do this for a few months 
and, finally, you go to trial. 
Maybe you guilty. Maybe 
not Either way, you wanna 
scream at the world.” 


The risks of pretrial re­ 
lease. moreover, seem justi­ 
fied according to the funda­ 
mental tenet of democratic 
law It s better that 10 guilty 
men go free than one inno­ 
cent be imprisoned 
A lad 
named Larry Brooks was ar­ 
rested in Miami a few years 
ago on a charge of armed 
robbery. He had no previous 
record' but couldn't make 
bond, so was locked in the 
Dade County jail to await 
trial. He waited for 361 days. 
When finally tried, he was 
acquitted to the sounds of 
courtroom sobs. 


"Justice delayed is justice 
denied.” A bromide. 
But 
true. R i g h t now in Phil­ 
adelphia, 
says 
Philcourt’s 
Bob Williams, and right now 
all across America there are 
hundreds of thousands of 
people wasting away in pre­ 
trial detention, guilty until 
proven innocent. "It ain’t 
right,” says Lamont Jones. 
" I know I ain’t one to talk 
a b o u t what’s right and 
wrong. But it still just ain’t 
right."

New system needed 


One must certainly agree with State 
Controller Hugh Flournoy that “a new 
look 
at California’s accrual accounting 
system is in order after he reported that 
the 
State's 
General 
Fund 
had 
an 
accumulated surplus of over $600 million 
on June 30, the close of the fiscal year. 
The accounting system has become so 
complicated and confusing to the public 
that the ordinary citizen hasn't a chance to 
understand the true fiscal situation of our 
state government. 
The surplus comes after deducting some 
$34 million as a reserve for continuing 
appropriations. 
Flournoy 
says 
he 
is 
particularly 
c o n c e r n e d 
wi t h 
the 
s t a t u t o r y 
requirement which in effect makes the 
reserve for working capital dependent on 


the difference between the cash surplus 
and the eventual unappropriated surplus. 
This method provides a reserve for 
working 
capital 
which 
has no direct 
relationship to what the actual needs of the 
state 
may 
be, 
Flournoy 
says. 
It 
conceivably could fail to meet the ongoing 
cash needs of the general fund, or it could 
grow out of all proportion to what is 
needed. The public deserves protection 
from both the distress of shortages and the 
unproductive accumulation of excessive 
reserves. 
Flournoy is forming a task force of fiscal 
experts to study the existing system. We 
feel it is long needed and hopefully they 
will come up with some form of fiscal 
accounting 
that 
everybody 
will 
understand

The prisoners 


(William Buckley is on vacation ) 
WASHINGTON — In his renomi­ 
nation acceptance speech at Miami 
Beach, President Nixon vowed he 
“ will never abandon our prisoners 
of war’’ in Indochina. Yet Mr. Nixon 
did not say how he hopes to obtain 
the repatriation of these Americans 
short of ending the war on Hanoi’s 
terms, which he asserts with equal 
vehemence he will never do 


At least two of these men — Air 
Force Capt. Floyd Thompson and 
Navy Lt. Everett Alvarez Jr 
have been in captivity for more than 
eight years. Their America, that 
1964 America which is the only one 
which lives for them, now seem s 
almost as remote to most of us as 
the Great Depression 


In 1964, middle - aged Vassar girls 
w ere 
sa liv a tin g 
o v er 
M ary 
McCarthy’s novel, 
“The Group.’’ 
“ Mary Poppins” and “ My Fair 
Lady” were the big movie hits. 
Casey 
Stengel 
was

Magnificent Mets to their third 
consecutive tenth-place finish in the 
National League. Spiro Agnew was 
teaching law at night school and the 
press no longer had Richard Nixon 
to kick around 


As of July 29. 1972, the Defense

believed to be in North Vietnam.

periods of more than four vears. 


Despite the reassurances of that 
p e r ip a te tic 
form er 
atto rn ey 
general, Ramsey Clark, who based 
his statement that the POWs are in 
better health than he on interviews 
with 10 men. there is cause for 
grave concern about the health and 
emotional stability of the captives. 


According to the late Bernard 
Fall, 36,979 soldiers and airmen 
French,

African, 
Foreign 
L eg io n n a ires, 
A frican s 
and 
Vietnamese 
- 
were 
listed 
as 
missing or captured during France’s 
nine-year war with the Communists. 
Of these, less than a third 110,754 > 
were repatriated after the cease 
fire agreement of Julv 20, 1954. 


Some

Vietnamese 
colonial 
troops 
who 
never 
returned 
may 
have 
been 
impressed 
into

forces The rest - and nearly 4,000 
French 
and 
more 
than 
3,000 
Legionnaires — either were killed or 
died in captivity (Hanoi claim s only 
20 Americans have died in POW 
cam ps). 


While the conditions under which 
American 
POWs 
are 
confined 
unquestionably are better than those 
which 
faced 
the 
French 
Union 
forces from 1945 until 1954, it is 
clear that many of the POWs will 
need m edical attention when and if 
they are repatriated. Two-thirds of 


the 2,587 French returnees — and 69 
per cent of the Legionnaires (mostly 
Germans, 
with a smattering of 
Spaniards, Belgians and Italians) 
required hospitalization 
According 
to 
Air 
Force 
Col 
Norris Overly, who was shot down 
over North Vietnam in 1967 and 
released a year later (Hanoi has 
repatriated only nine POWs, the last 
in 
1970), 
the 
North Vietnam ese 
“have on occasion tortured som e of 
our men ’’ Almost all have suffered 
weight loss. Overly and the other 
returnees, like the French in 1954, 
are reluctant to comment publicly 
on their treatment by the North 
Vietnamese 
and 
for 
the 
sam e 
reason: They fear reprisals against 
their com rades still in Communist 
hands. 
Even if the American POWs were 
released tomorrow, 
it would be 
weeks if not months before any ol 
them could return to normal life 
Some of them may never make the 
readjustment. 


Repatriated prisoners of war who 
have suffered long periods of close 
confinement 
suffer 
from 
what 
psychiatrists 
call 
“concentration 
camp syndrom e.’ The symptoms of 
this syndrome include increased 
f a t i g u e , 
m e n t a l 
a n x i e t y , 
r e stle ssn e ss. 
im pairm ent 
of 
memory,

inability to sleep, decreased self - 
e ste e m , 
lo ss

concentrating and dizziness. Not all 
suffer from each symptom or to the 
same degree, of course 
To assist the POWs to adapt to 
their new conditions after their 
release a joint State Department- 
D efense 
Departm ent 
program 
under the direction of Assistant 
Secretary of Defense G. Warren 
Nutter has been established 
The 
POWs will be flown to military 
hospitals 
in the Philippines and 
Hawaii as the initial step in their 
convalescence As soon as they are 
well enough to do so, they will be 
flown 
to 
the 
military 
hospitals 
closest to their home towns, where 
they 
will 
be able to see their 
fam ilies and begin the long and 
painful problem of readjustment to 
an America which will seem as 
strange to some of them as a foreign 
land 
For Thompson and Alvarez 
who 
have never heard of Women's Lib or 
Judge G. Harrold Carswell - 
this 
America, our America, may seem 
more than slightly bizarre 
They 
will need all the help their fam ilies 
and friends can give them 
But the more immediate problem, 
of course, 
is how to effect the 
release 
of 
these 
m en. 
Sen. 
Mc Gove rn, 
the 
D e m o c r a tic 
presidential 
contender, 
would 
simply give the North Vietnam ese 
everything they want and then beg 
for the POWs’ return. That’s not 
much ot a plan If he has a better 
one, Mr Nixon has yet to reveal it
